ference, the International Workers' Relief for Soviet Russia* 
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MUENZEEBERG^rho had been^Jelegated’ by the .Comintern to try to organize 
some kind or famine relief outside' of Russia, succeeded In having hia-. 
self elected Secretary General of the organization. There was a great 
deal of sentiment ln'favor of this kind of relief' for Russia;, end • . 
Sherwood EDDZ, Floyd GIBBOtfS, John REED, Herbert HOOVER, Remain % 
ROLLAND, f^na LAGERLOF and many other notables took part r ln the con- ' 
ventlon. 

6. Due to the fact that DOBOS spoke a number of languages, ho 
eventually. In 1921, became the International Secr etary o f t he InTor- 
puti^nnl Workers * Relief, a position he held untlTl927T^lL3 offices, 
■were in Unter den Linden next door to the Russian Embassy; and later . 
at Wllhelmstrasse 48. In 1926, having come completely under the in? 
fluence of Willi aUENZENBERG, he Joined the German Communist Party, 
During this period, 1921-1927, the permanent International Workers 

'Relief (IWR) was formed for relief not only for the loner Volga 
regions^ but also for the masses everywhere. Hence, aid was given to 
Germany. Ireland, Japan, and China. In 1925. in London, DC3C6 organiz- 
ed meetings of tho IWR for German relief ano later for Irish relief. 
Between 1921 and 1927, in his capacity as the International Secrotary 
of the I WR BOBOS travelled to Russia, Ireland, Scandanavia, Czecho- 
slovakia, Switzerland. France, London, Japan. China, and tne United 
States. He took his first trip to Russia in 1922 in the company of 
Fritjoff NANSEN,. 

7. In 1923 * the German Communist Party was suppressed through 
the invocation of Article 14 of the Weimar Constitution. All affili- 

. ates of the Comintern were likewise suppressed. The IWR, however, did 
not come under this ban for two reasons! Cl) DOBOS appeared bofors 
■the Prussian minister. of the Interior with a list of th® names of 
officers and supporters of the IWR, among whom were Ramsay UACDONALD, 
Ellen WILKINSON, George LANpSBURY and other important foreign notables; 
^(2) the IWR was supplying soup kitchens in Berlin, the Ruhr, and ‘Other 
‘large Industrial c&iters of Germany. \ 

8. In 1927, at.»the suggestion of rt Willi UUENZENBERG , DOBOS sot 
about organizing the Loaguo Against Imperialism and Colonial Oppr os- 

, sloru ‘ In r the same year, he was elected International Secrotary of the 
Leagu e at the Brussels Conference where it was created. Ho resigned 
from the" League to take up his work- with tho IWR in America, whore 
he organized an Amorltan branch of that organization. In 1927* before' 
going to America', heiwcnt to Moscow for briefing in order t hat ho 
pic htj^able to s .tart__eji^merAcaiLj^penc±upJL-th5LJiileiila^jDLJhQ--6ogliit 
ynJLgn, This he also accomplished, by making use of* the American branch 
of the IWR, In July 1929, he attended the- Frankfure conference of the 
League Against Imperialism and Colonial Oppression irtr order to help 
insure Willi iflJENZENBERG • s election as Secretary General of that ' ' 
organization. » 

9. Between I 927 -I 93 I, DOB 03 spent most . of hi© time in Kew York 
^making "sentimental propaganda" for the Soviets, He frequently traveled 

to Europe to consult Willi HUENZEHBERQ and to receive the Corlntera*o 
directives from him. In 1931» he returned to Europe and aftsr a, few 
months in Berlin ^lthl’WR, h© went to Paris to make preparations for 
an anti-war congress. Although it was originally planned to hold this 
congress In Paris , the Comintern docldod that tha conference should be 
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held In Amsterdam because they did not wish the Herriot Govornssnt to 
receive the credit (which night have been the case, since HERRIOT 
warmly welcomed the idea)* On ^31 l August 1932 the congress. was held in 
Amsterdam in spite of the fact that the Dutch Government, hostile to * i 
the idea, created cany difficulties. The League Against war was forced 
and DOBQo was elected General Fecretary, In November 1932, when HITLER 
danger led the Comintern to seek .the aid of the Harriot Government 
which It had previously spurned, another meeting of the League Against 
War took place in Paris. The organization, while in session in Paris, * 
was called tne Pleyel Movement because its neetirigs were held in the

10. In 1933, again at mil HUENZENBERG • s instance,- DOBOS smarted 
the Lord Harley committee' Against the Hitler Terror. He requested 
Lord MABLETI to lend his name to the organization, which HARLEY did.. 

He was not. -of course, acquainted with. DOBDS* role of Comintern front* 
man. In Uajr 1933, Lord HARLEY, Ellen WILKINSON, Henri BARBUSSB, . th© 
Duchess of v Atholl, and DOBOS went to Spain (then Republican) to fora 
a Spanish branch o r the Lord Harley Committee. Luis JIHIN32 do Asua, 
Vice President of the Cortes, became the chairman* of this Spanish 
Branch. - c

.11. — After -the -burning of— the Reichstag, DOBOS collected evidence . 

concerning this crine and the murder of OBERFQHREN. a member , of the 
Reichstag. (He left Germany at the end of April 1933^and became the 
Secretary of the Lord Harley Committee against Hitler Terror ip Paris.) 
He helped prepare for the "Counter Trial on the Burning of the 
P.elchstan." which took place at the same time the German trials were, 
being held in Leipzig. Among other devices which DOBOS described as 
"showmanship" was that of introducing a masked witness, presumably 
someone who had Just come from Germany -ith important .iestl&bny to 
give but whose identity had to be kept secret in order that his family 
or friends might not be made to sufiwr. - « / 




12, In June 193*. DOBOS came to the United States and organized^ 

. the American Inquiry Commission into Hitler Terror. Clarence DARROR 
was elected chairman? other prominent members ’were Arthur Garfield 
HAYES, Dudley Field MALONE, and George Gordon BATTLE. The American 
Inquiry Commission’s meetings were held under the aegis of the R®w York 
, County Lawyers '• Association and took place in their building. Between 
193* ana 1938, DOBOS spent most of his time in the United States con* 

. tactlng labor groups, Jewish groups, and anyone Interested in- fighting 

• the Nazi menace. He characterized the activities of these various "■ 
groups as an "hysterical campaign," 

13* .During this period he edited, the ariti*naki paper y oiks echo 
uncovering the steadily growing Nazi penetration of the German*Am©ricen 
organization and the Nazi "camp movement," and signaling the arrival 
of German agents. This paper la said to have been the successor t.o 
Per_Arb8lter t a QoEsunisb daily. Although not. Issued directly as an 

• organ of the Communist Party, it was controlled absolutely by Com* 

v ounl8ts and its’ editorial policies always coincided with those of tho 
'New York Esllyffprk.er , official organ of the Cosmunlst Party of the U3. 
_ At this time dSB represented tfeltfilm GmbH. In the. US. In his visa 
application of 18 Septefibor 1933? he stated that his address in .the US 
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would bo In car© of Kinenatrade, Inc.. 723 Seventh Avenue, N.Y. This 
was the same address as the Amkino, official Soviet agency importing* 
Soviet films. As late as June 193* DOBOS ' Hew York headquarters wero 
at .the Garrison Film Company. 729 Seventh Avenue, wnich specialised 
In promoting Soviet propaganda files In American theatres. - 

14. In 1936, the Eirl of LISTC?2Lj. and DOBOS went to Washington 
to request that a joint Congress-Parliament committee for the release 

. of political prisoners in Germany be formed. They were entertained by 
various members of Congress,' put since It was an election year and the ' 
Congressmen thought that the formation o^'such a committee Bight pre- 
judice tKeir chances in the forthcoming elections, the proposal wfcs 
not acted upon. In 1936 DOBOS and P.oger EALDifIN founded the iledlcal 
Bureau of American Friends of Spanish Democracy, with DOBOS as seo- ■ 
retary of th<> organization. Some prominent members wore Dr CANNON of 
Horvard University; Dr SEEGRIST of Johns-Hopkins and Dr Harvey CUSHING,

-hich subsequently took place in Brussels under the chairmanship of 
Lord Robert CECIL. • ^ — 

15. 1938 marked a change in DCBCS* political orientation. Until 
1936, he had gladly followed Comintern poliey because he believed 

In the ideal o* Communist revolution. However, in' view o* the fact . . 
that the Comintern became primarily an instrument of Russian national- 
ism, he found .himself more and more in disagreement with the Comin- 
tern's viewpoint. Many of his old friends were eliminated In the 
Moscow purges of 1936 and 1937, which, alienated him even further.’ 
^However, it was ojily when his guide snd rentor Willi /.IUENZENBERG was • 
expelled .from »the Party in 1938 that DOBCS resigned, protesting in. his 
letter of resignation -against UUEHZENBERG's expulsion. DOBOS does not 
fear Communist reprisals but asked that his name never be given as a 
source of information about the activities of th$ party. ~

16. In 1938. *71111 UUENZENBERG founded Die 2ukunft . a newspaper 
dedicated to bringing about a united democratic front with the ex- 
clusion of the Communists. DOBOS contributed about three articles a 
week *»hlch were published under his pen-name "JEFFERSONIAN" ; Although 
he was considered a specialist on Central European affairs, he .also 
wrote articles sbout Latin America, the Lima Conference, the Row Deal, 
and Roosevelt’s foreign policy. During the same time, he also handled- 
German news for Paris Solr . DOBOS received ne-s -of Jiappenlnga in 
Germany through former -members of t v e German Railway Workers* Union.

In this 
year he participated in a committee of exiled Hungarians under the 
leadership of Laszlo FERYES. ’.71th the advance of the Germans on Paris, 
he, fled to Marseille where he contacted V/alter B2RNIKGKAUS of the 
International Transport Federation. Varian U. FKY sent' him to Spain . 
"lth BEHNINGiiAUS *ith the intention of getting hin to Portugal and 
thence to England or America. D0B0S reached Madrid on 8 May 19*1 snd 
was arrested on the 19 May, 19*i. He was imprisoned In the following 
places. La Segurlda in Madrid, In Irun, then the concentration camps , 
at’ Miranda de Ebro, Figueras, Gerona. Caldas, and a second time at 
1*1 rand a de Ebro. He was released on i5 August 19*3» and rearrestod on 
■28 December 19*4. On 1 May 1945, he was sent to the French frontier 
at Hendaye. After his release he got a Job with the Press bureau of - 
the Unitarian Service Committee. Dr. ^JOY^and Reel FIELDS were his 
superiors. DQBQS later denounced FIELDS. as being a member of the Con* 
ounlst Party and left the Unitarian Service Committee in 1946. Since 
then he has been eontributlng* b wtlcles to the Tribune des Nations in 
Paris and has been seeking employment with UXZiCO. He states that he
